LONDON (AP) - Prime Mmis 
ter Harold Macmillan came un d er 
fire from his political foes an d 
some frien d s tod ay for his d rastic 
reshapin g of Britam’s Con serva­ 
tive govern men t. 
Other supporters con clud ed that 
the major surgery had been n ec­ 
essary because of the obvious 
public d issatisfaction expressed in 
recen t mterim election s. 
Nin e more min isters, four with 
Cabin et ran k, were fired Mon d ay, 
brmgin g the total of top-ran k d is­ 
missals sin ce Frid ay to 16. Most 
of their replacemen ts were youn g­ 
er men from the legislative ran k 
an d file. 
"The pn me min ister has d on e 
himself en ormous harm by this," 
said a Con servative peer, Lord 
Lambton , on a television program 
Mon d ay n ight. “If you get rid of 
your closest 
lieuten an ts, 
there 
must be somethin g wron g with 
the lead ership.” 
Newspapers n ormally loyal to 
the Con servatives gave the re­ 
shuffle a cautious “wail an d see” 
reception . 
The Daily Mail saluted Macmil­ 
lan for a high d egree of political 
courage.

Anthony J. Celebrezze was tapped as the 
Bu ccesiwr to Abraham A. Ribicoff as sec­ 
retary of health, welfare and edu cation be­ 
cau se he had been doing something right. 
It is important that he belongs the the Demo­ 
cratic party and Is a perennially strong 
v ote-getter in the heav ily Democratic city 
that potentially holds the balance of power 
in Ohio in presidential elections. 
It is important that be is foreign-bom. 
He has the political appeal that makes men 
with foreign origins popu lar in large cities 
with strong minorities of v oters of recent and 
remote foreign origins. 
It is important, too, that he has the 
backing of most of the people in Clev eland 
who pu ll that city’s political irtrings. They 
will be pleased with hi.s appoirdmont to 
Cabinet statu s in the Kennedy administra­ 
tion, and to the extent they are pleased they 
will work harder for President Kennedy’s 
su ccess and be less critical of his short­ 
comings.

Mayor 
Celebrezze may not like it either, bu t 
Ohioans impressed by his re-election fiv e 
times are betting Washington will like the 
mayor. As the only Cabinet member from 
Ohio, he will be the focu s of this state’s 
Democratic pride in the Kennedy adminis- 
traticMi. 


Beer Ou Siiiida v 


A reader ask.s in a letter: “I w'ant to 
know why this city lets beer be sold on Su n­ 
day. I like beer, bu t not on Su nday, And 
1 hope you do something abou t it.” 
Ur^er Giio law, a properly - licensed es- 
tabli.shment is permitted to sell beer on Su n­ 
day, prov ided it is not more than 3.2 in al­ 
coholic content. 
Some priv ate clu bs allow su ch sales. They 
are within their rights so long as they ob­ 
serv e the 3.2 regu lation. To the credit of the 
local tav ern operators, some time ago they 
reached a “gentleman’s agreement” where­ 
by ev en 3,2 wou ld not be sold on Su nday. 
To the best of ou r knowledge, they are ob­ 
serv ing the agreement. 
Shou ld the 3.2 agreement be v iolated with­ 
in the city limits, the police shou ld be no­ 
tified. If the v iolation occu rs ou tside the 
East Liv erpool limits, the proper au thon- 
ties shou ld be notified in tu rn — sheriff or 
police as the case may be. 
As things now stand, (mly a change in state 
law or local option can alter the pictu re. 


This Co uld Go On And On 


Perhaps you r reaction to the news that 
Gross National Produ ction —■ GNP — ha.s 
been rev ised downward from $548.3 Hllion 
to $545 billion issi’t ev erything it .^ou ld be. 
Tbe significance of the rev ision is the in­ 
dication that the Kennedy administration’s 
hope of lifting GNP for all of 1962 to $570 
billion Is not bright. Bu t what happens to 
most of u s is acu te inability to comprehend 
GNP, 
This is what it is; 
Statisticians take their combined gu esses 
of all the money that’s spent in the cou n­ 
try year by year and call it Gmss National 
Produ ct. In 1945, GNP was $213.5 billion. 
In 1960 it was $504.4 billion. In 1961 it was 
$.500.8 billion. That’s what they said. 
If capital coasu mption allowances are tak­ 
en aw'ay from GNP what’s left is net na- 
tiiwial produ ct — NNP. If from MNP are 
dedu cted indirect bu siness ta'*’ and nontax 
liability, lxi.siness fraasfer paynwu ts and sta­ 
tistical discrepancies and su lwidie! minu s 
cu rrent su iplu s of gov ernment enterprises 
are added that’s left is national income. 
This once was coasidered more important 
than GNP. 
If you then dedu ct from naticwiaJ income 
corporate profits and inv entory v alu ations, 
also contribu tioas for social insu rance and 
excess of wage accru als ov er disbu rsements, 
then add gov ernment transfer payments, net 
Interest paid by gov ernment, div idends ant 


bu siness transfer payments, you hav e per- 
sonal income. 
Simply stated, we get closer year by year 
U the shiv ery possibility t h a t some fno f 
statistician will bobble a decimal point and 
hav e otherwise sane people ju mping ou t of 
windows in high bu ildings from coart to 
coast. GNP, like the consu mer price index 
and opinion polls, is or» more jot of ev i­ 
dence that we’re only as well off any more 
as the statisticians say we are—are! the>'’rc 
only gu essing.

THIS ARGU.MENT is not a.s 
strong as some make it ou t. Du r­ 
ing the time that the United 
Statœ 
Tariff 
Commission has 
been inv estigating complaints from 
indu stries abou t import competi­ 
tion, for example, only abou t 28,- 
(WO workers were fou nd to hav e 
beei displaced in cases where the 
escape clau se had to be applied. 
Qearly, this Ls a small loss when 
compared with the benefits of 
foreign trade. 
Ov ea* the next fiv e years, if the 
Trade Expansion Act is passed 
into law, these benefits will be 
increased. 
We hav e estimated that for ev ery 
$1 billion increase in exports, 150,- 
000 Am« ican jote will be credited. 
The tariff • cu tting au thority 
granted in the act wou ld help 
American produ cers gam greater 
accès» to the faiile and growing 
Eu rope and Japan, thereby in­ 
creasing the nation’s exports by 
sev eral billions of dollars. That 
also wou ld pu t sev eral hu ndreds of 
thou sands of 
workers 
in 
the 
payrolls. 


WE ESTIMATE, on the other 
hand, that some 90,000 wnrkers 
wou ld be adv ersely affected by 
rising imports ov er toe fiv e-year 
period. Not all of this total wou ld 
be displaced from their jobs; 
many wou ld be forced to go on 
part-time, with a resu lting loss 
of income. 
Bu t we intend to 
protect all 
90,000 workers, and to protect the 
firms for which they 
work. .As 
the President said in a speech 
last year, “I do not intend to see 
them made v nctims for toe na­ 
tional welfare. I do not intend 
to giv e them a medal and an 
empty grocery bag.” 
This protection takes the form 
of adju stment assistance to en­ 
cou rage firms to become more 
efficient and more competitiv e, 
and to prov ide opportu nities for 
w-orkers to learn new skills, which 
in many mstances wou ld bring 
higher mcomes than they can now 
commaiwi in low-wage indu stries. 


CONSUMERS w ou l d l)encfit 
from a wider choice of prod­ 
u cts at a lower range of prices, 
and the American taxpayer wou ld 
be reimbu rsed many times the 
cost of the program throu gh sav ­ 
ings in consu mer prices. 
Adju stment asastanee is posi­ 
tiv e protectionism. 
It read» s 
straight to the workers and firms 
affected by imports, while pav ­ 
ing toe way for lower tariffs and 
freer trade. 
I believ e the Trade Expansion 
Act is the answer to ancient argu ­ 
ments abou t tanffs, and that it 
will open u p a bright new av enu e 
of opportu nity for greater econom­ 
ic growth for the nation and great­ 
er prwpenty for the American 
people.

i n g America Dav id Lawrence 
and Eu rope is somewhat like com­ 
paring apples and onions. The 
two economies 
hav e different 
problems aixi different requ ire­ 
ments. 
Sooner or later, the obv iou s 
becomes news. The obv iou s 
in 
America today is that the 
na­ 
tional economy is not a natu ral 
economy, and toat it is bu rdened 
and fru strated by nearly $.50 bil­ 
lion of u nprodu ctiv e expenditu re 
ou t of a federal Inidget of arou nd 
$90 billion. 
This u nprodu ctiv e expenditu re 
ha.s been deemed necessary for 
national defense — for America’s 
su rv iv al. Bu t the armament ex­ 
pense now has reached a point 
where it has slowed down the 
growth of bu siness and saddled 
the nation with a bu rden of colos­ 
sal proportions. 
Ev erybody 
readily 
concedes 
that a world war distorts and dis­ 
ru pts a national economy. Ameri­ 
ca nev er qu ite recov ered from the 
economic impact of World War 
I as it experienced a series of 
recessions and ev entu ally a deep 
depression which was “cu red”— 
or rather su spended—only by toe 
ou tbreak of World War II. 
It now has been 17 years since 
the end of the last big war. Bu t 
from 1950 to 19M, tl» Korean 
conflict—which was itself a war 
of no small proportions—brou ght 
to toe American ecmiomy another 
era of u nnatu ral operation. 


ME.VNM1HLE, toe pu bUc debt 
in the United States has been 
increased so toat the Amcncan 
people now pay ov it 19 billion a 
year in interest alone. No Eu ­ 
ropean nation has a comparable 
obligation. It is easy enou jdt to 
talk abou t how Eu rope is “pros­ 
pering.” bu t the Eu ropean people 
are not bdng requ ired to pay 
taxes to cov er any su ch interest 
cost. 
Most important in its relation­ 
ship to sou nd bu .siness growth is 
the fact that toe United States 
has been spending money f or 
armament du ring the cold war 
at a rate that is close to what 
was spent on a hot war in the 
part. 
The cxpeixiitu res for defense 
du nng the part nine years of the 
cold war total $361.6 billion—or 


$75 billion more than was spent 
by 
the 
military 
serv ices 
for 
World War II from Ju ly 1941 
to Ju ne 1946. 
Similarly, it is more than 13 
times w h a t the United States 
spent for World War I arwi nearly 
3’ 
2 times toe military expendi­ 
tu res in the three years of the 
Korean War, 
While a hu ge experriitire for 
fou r years, as in the case of 
World War H, might he digested 
-thou gh with real difficu lty—in 
the portwar period, how can the 
national economy accomplish this 
now and keep on spending at an 
av erage of l» tween $40 ard $50 
billion a year in a cold war?

They 
will be pleased with his appointment to 
Cabinet status in the Kennedy administra­ 
tion, and to the extent they are pleased they 
will work harder for President Kennedy’s 
success and be less critical of his short- 
comings. 
This is particularly meaningful when it's 
borne in mind that the name of Ohio Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle had been mentioned as 
the probable successor to Secretary Ribicoff 
no often it had begun to seem as though he 
might be running for re-election as governor 
this year for his health. Mayor Celcbrezze 
and Gov.

Celebrezze by all accounts is a sound ad­ 
ministrator who gets results by eternal vig­ 
ilance, rarely raising his voice but always 
keeping his eyes open.

Beer On Sunday 


A reader asks in a letter: “I want to 
know why this city lets beer be sold on Sun­ 
day. I like beer, but not on Sunday. And 
I hope you do something about it.” 
Under Ohio law, a properly - licensed es­ 
tablishment is permitted to sell beer on Sun­ 
day, provided it is not more than 3.2 in al­ 
coholic content. 
Some private clubs allow such sales. They 
are within their rights so long as they ob­ 
serve the 3 2 regulation. To the credit of the 
local tavern operators, some time ago they 
reached a ‘‘gentleman’s agreement” where­ 
by even 3 2 would not be sold on Sunday. 
To the best of our knowledge, they are ob­ 
serving the agreement. 
Should the 3.2 agreement be violated with­ 
in the city limits, the police should be no­ 
tified. If the violation occurs outside the 
East Liverpool limits, tile proper authori­ 
ties should be notified in turn — sheriff or 
police as the case may be. 
As things now stand, only a change in state 
law or local option can alter the picture.

U.S. Needs A ‘Natural Economy’ 


Trade Expansion Act Defended 


This Could Go On And Oil 


Perhaps your reaction to the new? that 
Gross National Production — CNP — has 
been revised downward from $548.3 billion 
to $545 billion isn’t everything it should be. 
The significance of the revision is the in­ 
dication that the Kennedy administration’s 
hope of lifting GNP for all of 1962 to $570 
billion is not bright. But what happens to 
most of us is acute inability to comprehend 
GNP, 
This is what it is: 
Statisticians take their combined guesses 
of all the money that’s spent in the coun­ 
try year by year and call it Gross National 
Product. In 1945, GNP was $213.5 billion. 
In 1960 it was $504.4 billion. In 1961 it was 
$500 8 billion. That’s what they said. 
If capital consumption allowances are tak­ 
en away from GNP what’s left Is net na­ 
tional product — NNP. If from NNP are 
deducted indirect business tax and nontax 
liability, business transfer payments and sta­ 
tistical discrepancies and subsidies minus 
current surplus of government enterprises 
are added that’s left is national income. 
This once was considered more important 
than GNP. 


If you then deduct from national income 
corporate profits and inventory valuations, 
also contributions for social insurance and 
excess of wage accruals over disbursements, 
then add government transfer payments, net 
interest paid by government, dividends ant 


business transfer payments, you have per­ 
sonal income. 
Simply stated, we get closer year by year 
ta the shivery possibility t h a t some foot 
statistician will bobble a decimal point and 
have otherwise sane people jumping out of 
windows in high buildings from coast to 
coast. GNP, like the consumer price index 
and opinion polls, is one more jot of evi­ 
dence that we’re only as well off any more 
as the statisticians say we are—and they’re 
only guessing. 


Play It Safer 


We have expressed a feeling before as to 
what an outstanding job district boat clubs 
are doing—and a visit to the river Sunday 
strengthened this feeling. 
One thing did come to mind, however, as 
the speedy craft zoomed here and there: Wa­ 
ter skiers and the operators of their boats 
should exercise extreme caution. 
There is a certain danger to such sluing 
under the best of conditions, but w h e n 
carelessness creeps in die danger mounts ac­ 
cordingly.

One of the longest, liveliest, and 
most 
inconclusive 
debates 
in 
American history has been going 
on for nearly two centuries over 
the issue of tariffs. 
Should tariffs be lowered to per­ 
mit a flee flow of goods and 
services a c r o s s national boun­ 
daries? 
Or should they be raised to pro­ 
tect American industries from im­ 
port competition? 
The issue never really has been 
settled. Throughout 
our history 
tariffs have been alternately raised 
and then lowered, as if the two 
sides were on a seesaw, with 
first one, and then the other, tip­ 
ping the balance in its favor. 
Although today that controversy 
still is as vigorous as ever, there 
now is a strong possibility that 
it can be brought to a construc­ 
tive aid. 
Earlier this year President Ken­ 
nedy proposed a Trade Expansion 
Act which I believe will meet 
and satisfy the arguments of both 
sides. 


FT WILL SATISkAV the need 
for expanded trade by authorizing 
the President to negotiate a re­ 
ciprocal lowering of tariffs with 
other nations, thus accelerating 
the exchange of goods and serv­ 
ices betwwn our nation and the 
rest of the free world. 
It will satisfy the need for pro­ 
tectionism by offering adjustment 
assistance to those firms and work­ 
ers adversely affected by the ris­ 
ing import competition that lower 
tariffs would surely bring. 
The trade proposal is a part— 
and an important part—of the 
President’s over-all program for 
moving this country forward to­ 
ward the goals of maximum pro­ 
duction and full employment. 
To illustrate just how important 
expands! trade is to the national 
economy I want to dwell briefly 
on the impact of foreign trade 
on American jobs. 


THE BUREAU of Labor Statis­ 
tics has recently completed some 
studies on this subject for the 
year 1960. It found that more than 
three million workers in this coun­ 
try held jobs supported by ex­ 
ports, while another one million 
had jobs supported by imports.

Over the next five years, if the 
Trade Expansion Act is passed 
into law, these benefits will be 
increased. 
We have estimated that for ev en’ 
$1 billion increase in exports, 150.- 
000 American jobs will be credited. 
The tariff * cutting authority 
granted rn the act would help 
American producers gain greater 
access to the fertile and growing 
Europe and Japan, thereby in­ 
creasing the nation’s exports by 
several billions of dollars.

i n g America David Lawrence 
and Europe is somewhat like com­ 
paring apples and onions. Tile 
two 
economies 
have 
different 
problems and different require­ 
ments. 
Sooner or later, the obvious 
becomes news. The obvious in 
America today is that the na­ 
tional economy is not a natural 
economy, and that it is burdened 
and frustrated by nearly $50 bil­ 
lion of unproductive expenditure 
out of a federal budget of around 
$90 billion. 
This unproductive expenditure 
has been deemed necessary for 
national defense — for America’s 
survival. But the armament ex­ 
pense now has reached a point 
where it has slowed down the 
growlh of business and saddled 
the nation with a burden of colos­ 
sal proportions. 
Everybody 
readily 
concedes 
that a world war distorts and dis­ 
rupts a national economy. Ameri­ 
ca never quite recovered from the 
economic impact of World War 
I as it experienced a series of 
recessions and eventually a deep 
depression which was "cured”— 
or rather suspended—only by the 
outbreak of World War II. 
It now has been 17 years since 
the end of the last big war. But 
from 1950 to 1953, the Korean 
conflict—which was itself a war 
of no small proportions—brought 
to the American economy another 
era of unnatural operation. 


MEANWHILE, the public debt 
in the Umted States has been 
increased so that the American 
people now pay out $9 billion a 
year in interest alone. No Eu­ 
ropean nation has a comparable 
obligation. It is easy enough to 
talk about how Europe is "pros­ 
pering,” but the European people 
are not bang required to pay 
taxes to cover any such interest 
cost. 
Most important in its relation­ 
ship to sound business growth is 
the fact that the United States 
has been spending money f o r 
armament during the cold war 
at a rate that is close to what 
was spent on a hot war in the 
past. 
TV expenditures for defense 
during the past rune years of the 
cold war total $361.6 billion—or 


$75 billion more than was spent 
by 
the 
military 
services 
for 
World War II from July 1941 
to June 1946. 
Similarly, it is more than 13 
times w h a t the United States 
spent for World War I and nearly 
34 times the military expendi­ 
tures in the three years of the 
Korean War. 
While a huge expenditure for 
four years, as in the case of 
World War n, might be digested 
- though with real difficulty—in 
the postwar period, how can the 
national economy accomplish this 
now and keep on spending at an 
average of between $40 and $50 
billion a year in a cold war? 


THIS 
IS 
the 
question 
that 
America will have to face up to 
if it expects to achieve some 
kind of growth of the economy. 
How long can expenditures for 
unproductive purposes be contin­ 
ued without forcing a bigger and 
bigger gap between the outgoing 
payments of gold and the incom­ 
ing flow of gold? 
How long can wage costs con­ 
tinue to be inflated while prices 
stand still and consumer demand 
drops off because of years of a 
deep depression? 
The proposals in Washington 
that a tax cut be given or that 
tax-depreaation rules be revised 
by new law’s don’t by themselves 
solve the problem arising out of 
a stagnating economy. America 
faces a period of readjustment of 
a fundamental character. 
Unless the outflow of American 
money is equaled by the inflow 
and 
unless the 
Umted 
States 
Treasury’s receipts are enough to 
balance the budget, the confidence 
of world bankers in the American 
dollar will weaken. 


MANY' BANKERS rn Europe a1- 
ready are convinced that a revalu­ 
ation of the gold content of the 
dollar is inevitable. They read 
in the press that deficit spending 
in America has suddenly been 
accepted 
as 
good 
economics 
among President Kennedy’s ad­ 
visers. 
This revives the age-old com­ 
ment of economists—that govern­ 
ments. when burdened by exces­ 
sive debt, deliberately revalue 
tlxnr monetary unit and cheat 
the people again and again. 
The central issue today is arm­ 
ament expense. Unless it is grad­ 
ually reduced, there will be little 
chance for a natural economy 
to operate in the 1960s. 
And unless business expansion 
and modernization of plant and 
equipment, for example, can be 
encouraged by a return to pro­ 
ductive expenditures by govern­ 
ment so that tax receipts will 
balance the budget, the na boo 
will experience a series of reces 
sions, if not depressions, rn tit 
rest of this decade. 


Tim) Much Saving? 


E conom y M ay Be H urting As A R esult 


It could be that the American 
people 
are 
saving 
too 
much 
money 
The evidence is not conclusive 
but there are signs that the Umt­ 
ed States would he better off if 
the public was saving less and 
enjoying itself more. 
One important c a u s e of the 
economy’s sluggish behavior in 
recent months has been disap­ 
pointing consumer buying of auto­ 
mobiles, 
appliances 
and 
other 
items. 
Consumers are spending sub­ 
stantial sums but they are not 
spending heavily enough to give 
economic activity a real upward 
thrust. 
The 
disappointing 
consumer 
buying is reflected in factor}' re­ 
luctance to hire more workers 
and in smaller factory orders for 
steel, 
copper, 
aluminum, 
and 
other raw materials. 


BUSINESSMEN 
are 
building 
fewer new factories and are or­ 
dering less equipment than they 
would 
purchase if thar sales 
volume were m ing at a fast dip. 
They have idle productive capac­ 
ity and are loath to add more 
facilities that will not be used 
until consumer demand perks up. 
There Is a great deal of talk 
about how fine it is that the 
American people are "liquid”— 
that individuals have large fi­ 
nancial resources that they can 
spend if their incomes are re­ 
duced by a business slowdown. 
Some e x p e r t s fear that the 
building up of those assets may 
cause the slowdown that they’re 
supposed to be protecting people 
against 
Partly it’s a question of wheth­ 
er the chicken or the egg came 
find: Are people saving because 
they have ample stocks and don't 
want to buy the appliances and 
cars—or are they not buying be­ 
cause they want to save? 
One Washington expert who has 
been giving much thought to the

Harry 
S. 
Swartz, a former top San Fran­ 
cisco Federal Reserve Bank econ­ 
omist who now is adviser to the 
Federal Home Loan Bank board 
Mr. Schwartz is directly con­ 
cerned beeaus» the FHlJi regu­ 
lates the F i l i a l Savings and 
Loan Associations They bid for 


the public's savings accounts and 
put the money to work by in­ 
vesting it in mortgages. 
The FHLB expert has not come 
up with any final answers but 
he is raising some disturbing 
questions. 
What Mr. Schwartz suspects ii 
that the country’s financial insti­ 
tutions are making it too attrac­ 
tive to save. 


THAT MAY’ BE a shocking sug­ 
gestion in a nation which believes 
that thrift is one of the great 
virtual but Mr. Schwartz fears 
that we may he having too much 
of a good thing. 
The Savings and I/lams want 
your money, So do mutual sav­ 
ings hanks, commercial banks, 
and other institutions. 
They have been bidding against 
each other for deposits. A number 
of mutual savings hanks recently 
raised their interest rates for the 
July-September quarter. Earlier, 
the savings and loans boosted 
their rates for the Apnl-June quar­ 
ter; and. before that, the com­ 
mercial banks lifted thar pay­ 
ments effective Jan. I.

Council gave approval Monday 
night to a resolution authorizing 
the administration to advertise for 
bids on purchase of two new au­ 
tos for use as police department 
cruisers.

In the annual appropriation ord­ 
inance, $5,000 was provided for 
“ new police cruisers,” without 
specifying whether the vehicles 
were to be leased or purchased. 
About the same time, Council ac­ 
cepted a recommendation from its 
planning committee to investigate 
the possibility of leasing the cars, 
an alternative to an outright pur­ 
chase. 
Following approval of the ordi­ 
nance. Owen immediately issued 
a call for bids on the new cruis­ 
ers and said offers will be re­ 
ceived at noon Aug. 3. 
Bidders can submit o f f e r s to 
supply cruisers with or without 
the trade-in of the present equip­ 
ment. 
Approval was given to two oth­ 
er pieces of legislation, an amend­

LIMA. Peru (AP) - A military 
coup was reported imminent to­ 
day following the resignation of 
the 
Peruvian 
Cabinet 
because 
President Manuel Prado refused 
to bow to the armed forces’ de­ 
mands that he nullify the June IO 
national elections. 


Premier Carlos Monrovia Paz 
Soldan and his ministers quit 
Monday night during a four-hour 
emergency meeting with Prado. 
Ex-Finance Minister Alex Zarak 
told newsmen he expected the 
armed forces to take power in a 
day or two. 


Word of the Cabinet resignation 
was received calmly in Lima. The 
rest of Peru also was reported 
quiet. Prado went from the Cabi-j 
net meeting to a party in his 
honor given by the diplomatic! 
corps. 
The military chiefs have de­ 
m an d s nullification of the na- 
l tional elections in a move to block 
the possible election to the presi-; 
dencv of Victor Haul Hava de la 
Torre, candidate of the Popularj 
Revolutionary Alliance—ARRA. 
Long hated by the military, 
Hava de la Torre was high man 
in the presidential balloting on a 
leftist but avowedly anti-Commu- 
nist ticket He failed, however, to 
get the one-third of the total vote 
required for election. 
Ender the constitution, the new 
Congress-, scheduled to convene 
July 28. is to choose a president 
from among the three leading 
men in the presidential race. The 
military has charged Hava de la 
Torre got his big vote through 
fraud 
Prado’s resistance to the mili­ 
tary stems in part from the sup­ 
port ARRA gave him in the WM 
presidential race. In return, Prado 
legalized the party and allowed 
Hava de la Torre to return from 
exile.

WASHINGTON (A P )- Personal 
incomes of Americans and the 
nation’s industrial production ad­ 
vanced in June to record highs. 
But the income gains were only 
half as great as in the previous 
month. Industrial production rose 
so slightly as to remain almost on 
dead center. 
The two key economic indica­ 
tors—expected to be scrutimzed 
closely by President Kennedy as 
he con.siders seeking an economy- 
spurring tax cut this year—were 
di.sclosed Monday. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
said personal incomes rose $700 
million in June to a record an­ 
nual rate of $440.4 billion, an in- 
crease of $24 billion over June 
1961. But the increase was only 
about half as big as the one reg­ 
istered in May and was substan­ 
tially smaller than the advances 
made earlier this year. 
The Federal 
Reserve Board 
said that industrial production in 
June struggled upward to a rec­ 
ord 117.8 per cent of the 1957 
level compared with 117.5 per 
cent in May, Some economists 
expressed surprise that it hadn’t 
declined in the face of the stock 
market plunge and a strike which 
cut sharply into auto production. 
The increase was less than half 
that recorded in May, and was 
so small the board said: “Most 
measures 
of business 
activity 
changed little in June.” 
The Reserve Board’s monthly 
report showed these items on the 
minus side: 
An 8 per cent decrease in auto 
production, attributable mostly to 
a strike at the Ford Motor Co., 
parts plant at Walton Hü ls, Ohio, 
which led to an assembly line 
shutdown of several days.

ANSWER: It may be that Thomas .Alva Edison did more than 
any other human being to make possible our modem world of 
comforts and conveniences. Not only did he work out useful 
ideas of his own, but he improved discoveries made by others 
•An example is the moving picture (upper left). The principle 
had been found out. but Edison invented projectors and other 
devices which helped to make movies what they are today. 
Perhaps his most useful invention was the electric light. 
Nothing but the most patient effort enabled him to find out how 
to keep the fragile “filament" glowing inside a sealed glass 
bulb. Think of what this invention has meant to millions and 
millions of people! The invention which was Edison’s personal 
favorite was the phonograph (we illustrate a modem machine. 
which though different in appearance from Edison's original 
one, uses some of the same principles). Edison liked the 
thought of bringing music and fun to many people. In all he 
took out patents on 1,100 inventions. Because he invented the 
elect ne light in Menlo Park, N J , he was often called “the
